THE JAPAN-CHINA JOINT TRADE COMMITTEE HELD ITS FIRST 
SESSION IN PEKING ON APRIL 18 AND 19. MASUO TAKASHIMA, THE 
DELEGATION LEADER, TOLD NEWSMEN THAT HE HAD REQUESTED THE 
PRC TO RESTRAIN SILK FABRICS EXPORTS TO JAPAN (TOKYO KYODO 
4/20/75). CHINESE DELEGATES IN REPLY NOTED THE LARGE 
JAPANESE BILATERAL TRADE SURPLUS AND ASKED JAPAN TO INCREASE 
ITS IMPORTS OF CHINESE GOODS AND TO TAKE OTHER MEASURES FOR 
EXPANDING THE BILATERAL TRADE ON AN EQUAL AND BALANCED 
BASIS IN THE LONG TERM. TAKASHIMA QUOTED THE CHINESE AS 
SAYING, HOWEVER, THAT IT WAS NOT NECESSARY TO BALANCE TRADE

5. NEW TIBET OIL PIPELINE 

A REUTER DISPATCH OUT OF NEW DELHI (APRIL 23), QUOTING 
"RELIABLE SOURCES " HAS REVEALED THE CONSTRUCTION OF A 600 
MILE PETROLEUM PIPELINE FROM KO-ERH-MU IN TSINGHAI PROVINCE 
TO LHASA IN TIBET. THE LINE WILL PROVIDE TIBET WITH A LOW

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9. PRC SPLITS THE DIFFERENCE TO SELL SOYBEANS 

AT THE CANTON FAIR THE PRC SOLD JAPANESE TRADERS OVER 
10,000 MT OF SOYBEANS AT A PRICE OF 460 RMB PER TON FOB FOR 
MAY-AUGUST DELIVERY (TOZAI BOEKI, APRIL 30). THE MAIN 
SIGNIFICANCE OF THE SALE IS THE LOWERED PRICE, WHICH MAY 
ENABLE THE PRC TO INCREASE ITS SOYBEAN EXPORTS TO JAPAN. 

BESIDES SELLING SOYBEANS AT THE SEMI-ANNUAL FAIRS, 

THE PRC ALSO SELLS THGOUGH THE SOYBEAN SUB-COMMITTEE OF 
THE JAPAN-CHINA ECONOMIC ASSOCIATION (JCEA). EARLY THIS 
YEAR THE JCEA CONTRACTED TO BUY 100,000 MT WITH THE PRICE 
TO BE NEGOTIATED JUST BEFORE SHIPMENT (NIHON KEIZAI, APRIL 12). 

THE NEGOTIATIONS BROKE DOWN APRIL 9 OVER THE PRICE FOR A 
SECHEDULED 35,00 MT SHIPMENT DURING APRIL -JUNE . THE PRC 
ASKED 495 RMB PER TON, WHIT E THEJCEA OFFERED 420. THE 
460 FIRGURE REACHED AT THE FARI, WHICH ALMOST EXACTLY SPLITS 
THIS PRICE DIFFERENCE, MAY ALLOW EXPANDED PRC SOYBEAN EX- 
PORTS IF THE JCEA ACCEPTS THIS PRICE AS WELL. 

IN 1974, JAPAN IMPORTED 230,000 MT OF PRC SOYBEANS 
WORTH $66 MILLION (ABOUT 5 PERCENT OF PRC TOTAL EXPORTS TO 
JAPAN). (BY CONTRAST, THE U.S. SHIPPED 2.9 MILLION MT OF

JAPANESE TRADE CIRCLES HOEP IN 1974 TO INCREASE IMPORTS 
BY 30 PERCENT TO 300,000 MT WHICH AT PRESENT PRICES WHOULD 
BRING THE PRC ABOUT $85 MILLION (NIHON KOGYON, APRIL 1). 

CHINESE SOYBEANS CONTAIN A LOW PERCENTAGE OF OILS, AND 
A HIGH PERCENTAGE OF PROTEIN-A DESIRABLE QUALITIES FOR

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10. PRC EXHIBITION IN PANAMA 

THE PRC'S ECONOMIC AND TRADE EXHIBITION INAPANAMA 
CITY WAS OPENED APRIL 4 BY CCIT VICE CHAIRMAN LI-YUNG-TING 
WHO THEN LEFT TO ATTEND THE TUNGSTEN PRODUCERS CONFERENCE 
IN BOLIVIA (ER -8, HK -4231). HE RETURED TO PANAMA CITY TO 
GIVE A RECEPTION ON APRIL 21 MARKING THE SUCCESSFUL CON- 
CLUSION OF THE EXHIBITION ON APRIL 17. OVER 100,000 VISITORS 
INCLUDING GENERAL TORRIJOS, CABINET MINISTERS, AND GUESTS 
FROM OTHER CENTRAL AMERICAN COUNTRIES PLUS SOME FROM ECUADOR 
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AND COLOBIA SAW THE EXHIBITION. BESIDES IT EFEORTS TO 
SELL BOODS , THE PRC ALSO PURCHASED 10,00 TONS OE PANAMIAN 
BANANS WORTH ABOUT $5 MILLION (PANAMA 2334). 

THE PRC REGARDS CLOSE ECONOMIC TIES WITH COUNTRIES AS 
OFTEN USEFUL IN LEADING TO POLITICAL RELATIONS, INCLUDING 
MOVEMENTS TO FULL DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS IN SUCH CASES. THUS 
THE ECONOMIC AND TRADE EXHIBITIONS- ESPECIALLY THOSE IN 
LDCS - HAVE A SIGNIFICANT POLITICAL CONTENT AND PURPOSE 
APART FROM TRADE PROMOTION (HONG KONG A-64). THE PRC APPEARS

11. PRC-MONGOLIAN 1975 TRADE PROTOCOL SIGNED 

THE PRC-MONGOLIAN 1975 PROTOCOL ON THE MUTUAL SUPPLY 
OF GOODS WAS SIGNED APRIL 20 IN ULAN BATOR BY VM FT CHEN 
CHIEH AND HIS MONGOLIAN COUNTERPART IN THE PRESENCE OF THE 
MONGOLIAN FT MINISTER, THE SAME LEVEL OF OFFICIALS AS IN 
PREVIOUS YEARS (NCNA). AS USUAL NO DETAILS WERE ANNOUNCED. 

THE PRC HAD BEEN PRESSING IN THE NEGOTIATIONS FOR THE 1974 
AND 1975 PROTOCOLS TO USE A CONVERTABLE CURRENCY AS THE 
MEDIUM OF EXCHANGE, A MOVE THE MONGOLIANS HAD BEEN RESIST- 
ING (PEKING-224). TRADE IN 1974 WAS BETWEEN FIVE TO SIX 
MILLION RUSSIAN ROUBLES (BETWEEN US$6.5 AND 7.8 MILLION). 

THE MAIN PRC EXPORT IS CHINESE SILK WHICH IS TRADED FOR 
MONGOLIAN HORSES AND AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS. (LIMITED OFFICIAL 
USE) 

THE ONLY 1974 TRADE PROTOCOLS WITH SOCIALIST COUNTRIES 
NOW LEFT TO BE SIGNED ARE THOSE FOR THE SOVIET UNION AND 
FOR CUBA. (UNCLASSIFIED) 

12. PRC-BELGIUM AVIATION AND MARITIME AGREEMENTS SIGNED 

THE PRC AND BELGIUM SIGNED MARITIME AND CIVIL AIR 
TRANSPORT AGREEMENTS IN PEKING, APRIL 20, ACCORDING TO NCNA. 

AS USUAL NO DETAILS OF THE AGREEMENTS WERE ANNOUNCED. 

BELGIAN PRIME MINISTER TINDEMANS TOLD REPORTERS IN 

HONG KONG THAT THE AVIATION AGREEMENT PROVIDES FOR FLIGHTS 

BY SABENA AND CAAC BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES' CAPITALS. 

HE ADDED, HOWEVER, THAT NO DEFINITE DATE HAD BEEN SET FOR 
BEGINNING AIR SERVICE, AS TECHNICAL DETAILS STILL HAD TO 
BE WORKED OUT.

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13. ALGERIANS OBSERVE PRC SAND CONTROL EFFORTS 

DEMONSTRATING CONTINUED INTEREST IN ALGERIAN ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT THROUGH A PROGRAM SIMILAR TO USAID'S FOREIGN 
LEADER PROGRAM, PEKING APRIL 21 WELCOMED THE ALGERIAN 
MINISTER OF AGRICULTURE AND AGRARIAN REEORM TAYEBI MOHAMED 
BELHADJ, WHO CAME ON A FRIENDLY VISIT (NCNA). AETER A 
ROUND OF TALKS WITH ITS HOST, AGRICULTURE AND FORESTRY 
MINISTER SHA EENG, THE DELEGATION SPENT A WEEK SEEING TACHAI'S 
IRRIGATION IN SEMI-ARID MOUNTAINS, HOPEI'S LAND RECLAMATION 
IN SANDY SOIL AND HONAN'S REFORESTATION TO CONTROL SHIETING 
SAND DEPOSITED BY THE YELLOW RIVER. 

ON APRIL 28 NCNA REPORTED ON ALGERIAN PLANS TO CONTROL 
THE NORTHWARD MOVEMENT OF THE SAHARA DESERT BY ESTABLISHING 
A 1,600 KILOMETER LONG "GREEN DAM" OF TREES, SUGGESTING 
THAT OBSERVATION OF RELATED PRC AGRICULTURAL EFEORTS WAS 
ONE OF THE PURPOSES OF THE TRIP. 

THIS DELEGATION IS THE SECOND RECENT ALGERIAN DELEGA- 
TION TO THE PRC; THE EIRST WAS A DELEGATION EROM THE 
AGRICULTURE MINISTRY'S CEREALS OFEICE WHICH MADE A 
LATE NOVEMBER VISIT TO THE PRC'S MINISTRY OE COMMERCE, 

POSSIBLY TO STUDY CHINESE METHODS IN DISTRIBUTING GRAIN.

14. PRC ATTENDS WORLD METEOROLOGICAL CONGRESS 

FOR THE FIRST TIME A PRC DELEGATION IS ATTENDING A 
WORLD METEOROLOGICAL CONGRESS (WMC) (THE SEVENTH, WHICH 
NOW BEING HELD IN GENEVA). THE DELEGATION HEAD TSOU CHING- 
MENG WHO IS A "LEADING MEMBER" OF THE CENTRAL METEOROLOGICAL 
BUREAU, HAD LED METEOROLOGICAL EQUIPMENT STUDY GROUPS TO THE 
UK AND FRG AND TO JAPAN IN LATE 1974 AND EARLY 1975, RESPEC- 
TIVELY (HK-998). THE PRC'S ATTENDANCE AT THE WMC IS ANOTHER
